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STATUS OF AMENDMENTS 

There are no amendments after the final rejection. 
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SUMMARY OF CLAIMEP SUBJECT MATTER 

Independent claim 1: 

The presently claimed invention provides a system for providing dynamically shared documents. 
(Specification, page 2, lines 8-10) The present invention comprises a hub, wherein the hub is not 
connected to any external network. (Specification, page 4, lines 24-48) The present invention 
comprises a plurality of computing devices in physical proximity with the hub. (Specification, 
page 7, line 30 to page 8, line 5) Wherein each of the plurality of computing devices 
communicates with the hub via only a wireless connection. (Specification, page 8, lines 6-9) The 
hub receives and retransmits requested documents between selected computing devices of tlie 
plurah'ty of computing devices. (Specification, page 8, line 28 to page 9, line 4) Each of the 
plurality of computing devices translates each requested dociunent into a system independent 
language prior to transmitting the requested docimient to the hub. (Specification, page 9, lines 4- 
7) Each of the plui^ality of computing devices translates each received docimient from the hub. 
(Specification, page 9, lines 7-1 1) 

Independent claims Ih IS, and 19:, 

The presently claimed invention provides a method, computer program product and system for 
retrieving documents firom otlier data processing systems, (Specification, page 18, line 29 to page 
19, hne 1) The present invention sends, firom a first data processing system, a request, in a 
system independent language, for a shared dociiment fi-om a second data processmg system to a 
hub in close proximity to the first and second data processing systems via only a wireless 
communication signal, wherein the hub is not connected to any external network. (Specification, 
page 18, line 29 to page 19, line 1). The present invention receives, from the hub, via only the 
vi^ireless communication link, the shared document, fonnatted in the system independent 
language. (Specification, page 1 9, lines 6-7), The present invention b-aoslates the shared 
document fi-om the system independent language into a first data processing system preferred 
data format for presentation to a user, (Specification, page 19, lines 7-13).
